Elba City Council approves motion to 
continue several site improvements at 
Hawkins-Williams Recreation Park

The Elba City Council 
moved forward with ren- 
ovations for Hawkins-Wil- 
liam Park during the council 
meeting Monday night, Feb. 
10, when the council ap- 
proved a new resolution for 
more work to begin at the 
recreational park. 

The work is part of a 
LWCF [Land and Water 
Conservation Fund] grant 
the city received for site im- 
provements at Hawkins- 
Williams Park. The 
resolution approved by the 
council Monday night ac- 
cepted a quote from 
McClain Contracting Com- 
pany Inc. of Andalusia, Ala., 
in the amount of $174,566. 

Project engineer DeAnn 
Grantham, of Southern 
Engineering Solutions, said 
the quote includes all re- 
maining proposed work for 
the Hawkins-Williams Park 
project except work on the 
bathrooms, which need to 
be made handicap acces- 
sible. She said she felt the 
bathroom work could be 
done for less than what the 
quote indicated on that por- 
tion of the project. 

The total construction 
awarded from the LWCF 
grant and match on the proj- 
ect was $278,000. The play- 
ground, which was 
previously completed at 
Hawkins-Williams Park 
cost $48,705.33. The new 
construction improvements 
approved during Monday 
night’s meeting will cost the 
additional $174,566. 

Grantham said that leaves 
$54,728.67 to complete the 
bathroom, and she said she 
feels the necessary work can 
be done within that funding 
availability by negotiating 
that part at a later date. 

In approving the rec- 
ommendation from Gran- 
tham, she said, “We can 
move forward with all but 
the bathrooms and go ahead 
and get moving with the 
project. We don’t really 
need the bathrooms out of 
order during ball season 
anyway.” 

The council voted unani- 
mously to approve the res- 
olution on the proposed site 
improvements for Hawkins- 
Williams Park, minus the 
bathroom work. 

Grantham said lots of the 


work should be underway 
and/or completed by the 
start of the youth 
baseball/softball season this 
Spring. 

The council approved a 
FEMA legal contract Mon- 
day night to employ attor- 
ney Bart Boothe to provide 
certain legal services for the 
city involving parcels of 
property approved for vol- 
untary participation in 
FEMA’s Stafford Act finan- 
cial Grant to the City of 
Elba.

One may ask how donat- 
ing shoes will generate 
funds for the Elba Theatre 
project, and Maddox said 


the answer is via a partner- 


ship with Funds2Orgs. 

He said Restoration 154 
member Philip Box actually 
is overseeing this particular 
project, but the gist of it is 
that Restoration 154 col- 
lects the shoes, and then 
those shoes are banded to- 
gether [bagged by count of 
25 ~pair in eachj. 
Funds2Orgs collects the 
shoes when they are ready, 
and they provide funds to 
the Elba Theatre project 
based on count [i.e., 100 
bags equals $1,000]. 

It is at this point that 
Maddox said the shoe dona- 
tions help others beyond 
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for the coordinator to ask 
questions and/or provide re- 
ward information back to 
the tipster through the same 
secure and encrypted inter- 
face. 

P3 tips is the mobile app 
available for download at 
the Apple App Store or An- 
droid App on Google Play, 
and this allows tipsters to 
use their mobile phones to 
provide tips to help law en- 
forcement agencies fight 
crime. 

P3 simply stands for Pub- 
lic, Police, Private Sector — 
Working together to Solve 
and Prevent Crime.

The Coffee County Board 
of Education received good 
financial status news Thurs- 
day evening, Feb. 6, during 
the regular monthly board 
meeting. 

David Langham, a munic- 
ipal investment banker for 
financial services organiza- 
tion INTL FCStone said it 
was necessary to get the 
board a credit rating as it 
looks into long-term debt 
investments. He said that re- 
port came back to him, and 
he was happy to report that 
Standard and Poors as- 
signed a AA- rating to the 
Coffee County School Sys- 
tem. 

“Tn the bond world, this is 
like a 775 credit score,” 
Langham said. “This is a 
fantastic, wonderful accom- 
plishment. Your system is in 
the top tier of school sys- 
tems in Alabama.” 

Langham said the AA- 
rating would allow Coffee 
County to go into the mar- 
ket and get the best interest 
rates on the long-term debt 
financing. 

Following Langham pres- 
entation, the board approved 
an authorizing resolution to 
allow INTL FCStone Finan- 
cial to proceed with the 
bond process, Langham said 
the resolution allows him to 
send necessary forms to the 
state, and once the forms are 
approved and returned from 
the state, he can go into the 
market and lock down an in- 


terest rate. 

Langham said his objec- 
tive, if everything is ap- 
proved and returned in a 
timely manner, would be to 
have an interest rate locked 
in by Feb. 18th with closing 
on the bond by the 27th of 
the month. Of course, he 
said that all depended on the 
state returning forms in a 
timely manner. 

A group of four senior 
students from New Brock- 
ton High School — Destiny 
Hataway, Paula McKenna, 
Mary Beth Smith, and Jayle 
Teele — presented their win- 
ning senior honors project 
to the board during last 
week’s meeting. This was a 
literature project. 

Gray Harrison, technol- 
ogy coordinator for the Cof- 
fee County School System, 
coordinated a honors project 
competition for the county 
schools. He said the 
teachers set the criteria for 
this senior project, along 
with what was expected 
from the students with their 
final product. 

Harrison said there were 
some very good presenta- 
tion, but the team from New 
Brockton was determined as 
the county winner. 

In other business, board 
members approved a rec- 
ommendation from superin- 
tendent Kevin 
Killingsworth to send out 
bids for construction of six 
new classrooms at New 
Brockton High School. 

Also during the meeting, 
the board approved three 
personnel matters, including 
accepting retirement letters

Enterprise State Community College serves local workforce needs 


Following the announce- 
ment of the fifth veterans 
home coming to the City of 
Enterprise, Enterprise State 
Community College met 
with local officials to discuss 
how both colleges can pro- 
vide training and education to 
a workforce that will be 
growing in the coming years. 

“We have been preparing 
for months to serve the needs 
of our local workforce in an- 
ticipation of the’new veterans 
home, wherever it would be 
located in the Wiregrass,” 
ESCC President = Matt 
Rodgers said. “We know we 
have great programs already 
in place to fill the jobs created 
by this facility, but we’re also 
researching new programs 
because of the impact it will 
have in our service area.” 

The Alabama Department 
of Veterans Affairs (ADVA) 
made the announcement of a 
fifth home after conducting a 
study regarding the need for 
an additional veterans 
home. The study found that 
by 2045, 1,440 veterans 
would require a skilled-care 
bed, and it identified the 
Wiregrass region as an under- 
served area for veterans. 

In 2023, Enterprise will be 
home to a new, 175-bed facil- 
ity with an estimated 300 em- 

_ ployees, including nursing 
and other healthcare staff, 
maintenance and administra- 
tion staff. 

“Our programs at Enter- 
prise State provide high-qual- 
ity training and education to 
our students in order to meet 
the needs of the local work- 
force,” Dean of Instruction 
Danny Long said. “We offer 
programs in office admin- 
istration, computer sciences 


incoming facility. Ad- 
ditionally, while we already 
have a thriving MAT pro- 
gram at ESCC, we recognize 
that there will be a growing 
need for nurses in our area.” 
Director of Workforce De- 
velopment Ian Campbell said 
projected data shows LPN 
jobs growing nationally, ac- 
ross the state and regionally 
in the next 10 years. 
“According to the Health 
Resources & Services Ad- 
ministration, a projected na- 
tional shortage of about 
151,500 LPNs could develop 
by 2030,” Campbell said. 
“Data from Emsi, which is 
collected from the U.S. Cen- 
sus Bureau, the Bureau of 
Economic Analysis and the 
Bureau of Labor Statistics, 
shows that we will see about 
a 7 percent increase across 
the state and about a 4 percent 
increase in our local region 
by 2029 in LPN positions.” 
“Because of this infor- 
mation, we are discussing the 
possibility of creating an 
LPN program on our Enter- 
prise campus.” Long said. 
In addition to the Medical 
Assistant Technology pro- 


gram, which trains students in 
both administrative and clin- 
ical tasks, ESCC offers the 
Healthcare Information Tech- 
nology program, which trains 
students to manage and or- 
ganize health data for insur- 
ance or medical history 


purposes. 

ESCC offers the Office 
Administration and Business 
Administration programs that 
provide training suitable for 
an office or accounting set- 
ting and programs in Com- 
puter Information Sciences 
and Computer Technology, 
which train students in net- 
work engineering or infor- 
mation technology. 


ESCC also offers the Me- 


chatronics program at the Al- 
abama Aviation College, a 
unit of Enterprise State, 
which trains students in me- 
chanical, electrical and pro- 
gramming skills, allowing 
students to work on smart 
technologies, unmanned sys- 
tems and other electrical and 
mechanical systems. 

Rodgers said ESCC 
“stands ready” to provide 
support for the veterans 
home.

*** The Elba Tigers saw their disappointing basketball 
season come to an abrupt end last week with a 100-44 shel- 
lacking at the hands of the Florala Wildcats.

The win over Kinston was Elba’s 20th of the season, 
arare feat at Elba High, and proved that the highly compet- 
itive schedule devised by Coach Shaun Hammonds paid 
dividends. 

*** Two area teams punched their tickets to sub-region 
play last week as Zion Chapel win its area tournament and 
Kinston placed second. The Rebels shared the regular sea- 
son crow with Goshen, but then proved it was the class of 
the area in the four-team tournament as they rolled past New 
Brockton and Goshen to push their win total to 15 and ad- 
vance to sub-region play.

The Elba Lady Tigers

The Elba Lady Tigers 
claimed their third win of 
the season over the Brantley 
Lady Bulldogs with a hard 
fought 34-24 victory.
